In  the  matter  of  cultivation,  the  Phlox  is  less  exacting  than  many  of  our  hardy  plants. 
It  needs  rich  soil  and  sunlight,  and  clumps  should  be  divided  every  two  or  three  years  for 
best  results,  October  and  April  being  the  best  months  for  division  and  setting  out,  spacing 
the  plants  about  two  feet  apart.
